They 
not want government supervision 
over financial markets through which 
they manipulated their monopolies 
with other people’s money. 

And in the face of their demands 
that government do nothing that 
they called “unsound,” the govern- 
ment, hypnotized by its indebtedness 
to them, stood by and let the depres- 
sion drive industry and business to- 
ward bankruptcy. 

America is an economic unit. New 
means and methods of transportation 
and communications have made us 
economically as well as politically a 
single nation.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Tuesday.—We made rather late stops yesterday 
at Syracuse and Garden City, which made me feel that | had moved from 
Kansas to New York state in some miraculous way.

array of sophomore stars, (2) rapid 
comebacks in a number of quarters 
where the effects of so-called ‘“‘de-em- 
phasis” have worn off, and (3) the 
general coaching emphasis upon fun- 
damentals of attack or defense in 
preference to “razzle-dazzle”’ stuff. 

GAYNELL STARS. 

The handful of hold-overs from the 
All-America squad of 19355 seems to 
have gotten off to a brisk start in 
the scramble for recognition this séea- 
son. Heading the list is Gaynell 
Tinsley, of Louisiana State, leading 
choice for end last year and only sur- 
vivor of the first eleven. Our scouts 
report that ‘Tinsley “besides being 
a playbuster on defense has developed 
into a wizard at receiving passes.’ 

Other hold-overs whose _ perfor- 
mances have already caught the eagle 
eyes of experts include Sam Adrian 
Baugh, the pass-slinging backfield 
star of Texas Christian; Ed Widseth, 
co-captain and star tackle of Min- 
nesot’s juggernaut; Merle Wendt, 
Ohio State’s captain and All-Big Len 
end; Charley oll, Princeton taekle, 
Clarence (Ace) Parker, Duke's bril- 
liant triple-threat back, and 
Simmons, lowa's _ ball-carrying 
gro star. 

BIG TEN PUSHED. : 

The Big Ten, meeting stronger 1n- 
tersectional challenges this season 
than usual, has not yet produced an 
all-star crop comparable to last years. 
Minnesota’s Andy Uram got the head- 
lines because of his touchdown run 
last Saturday although Nebraka 
showed a great backfield pair in Lloyd 
Cardwell and Sam Francis, 
ter a heavy-duty performer.

FROM NATIONAL 


‘Don’t Want Ruth or Laz- 
zeri, Declares Veteran 
Stephen McKeever.

NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—(4)—The 
Brooklyn Dodgers will not hire Babe 
Ruth, Tony Lazzeri or any other 
American league man to manage the 
team, Stephen W. McKeever, 81-year- 
old president of the club, said today. 

“We have about 90 applications for 
the job, most of them from good men, 
and we ought to be able to get a good 
National leaguers out of the lot,” Mc- 
Keever said. 

Rumors circulated today that Laz- 
zeri, veteran second baseman of the 
New York Yankees, was being con- 
sidered as the successor to Casey Sten- 
‘gel, deposed manager of the Dodgers. 

“That’s nonsense,” roared McKee- 
ver. ‘All this talk about Ruth or 
Lazzeri or any other American 
leaguer getting the job is the bunk.” 

Ed Barrow, business manager of the 
Yankees, also discredited the Lazzeri 
rumor. 

WILL KEEP TONY. 

“That’s up to Manager Joe Mc- 
Carthy, of course, but I don’t think
